"Replying to the said note the Emba.ssy of. the Czechoslovak 
Republic by its note 4SO4/5I oT November. 14> Y951j which represents 
an exclusively propagandistic act, completely circumvented the,.: 
facts enumerated in the note of the Ministr’^ of I'oreign Affairs 
of the FPRY, not mentioning by a single wold bhe murder of Frc.njo 

Babic. 


"The Ministry of Foreign Affairs of -the FPRY considers- :'that — 
such a reply from the Embassy of the Czechoslovak Republic represents 
a futile attempt on the part of the Government of the Czechoslovak 
Republic to hide the responsibility for the murder of , Franjo. .BatDic,,^- 
as well as a refusal to undertake any measures against the perpetra- 
tors of this serious crime and to make impossible in the future .suGu 
and-similar illegal acts to which citizens of Yugoslavia are subaecteci 
in the Czechoslovak Republic. - ' . 

"The Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the FPRY further notes that 
such a reply from the Embassy of the Czechoslovak Republic only 
confirms the responsibility of the Government of the Czechoslovak ; 
Republic for the murder of Franjo Babic which is unable to cite a 
single fact in its defense.

Concerninp; Savins; ' , ' . 

’’The first question upon ■which I .would like to touch is .the-'''- ... 
problem of.sa'vinff, -Qur leadin,!^ men, and particularly Comr'Hde^Tito , _ , • ; 
nave emphasised several times'the necessity of saving in 'all re^^ions. 
of our economic activity. This warning was no doubt of ^-y-ltal . 
importance and it is of auch impox'tance that . I fe.el that it_is- m.y_ . 
duty to repeat it. If we turn, for example, to the economic activity 
of our co-operatives and state enterprises we meet often - even bop 
often - with a lack of saying and sometimes also with incomprehensible 
waste, ■ , 

• ; ' ’’Comrades, we cannot agree with such occurrences, ^ If we accept 
the principle of good management - and we must accep'b it in any case : 
because otherwise we would no.t be capable • of . organising ^ a real 
socialist economy - then we must ■ suppress at the same time occurrences 
of waste, regardless of conditions .under which we _ might ' live,.' , ■' ; 

However, we live momentarily unddr special oonditlons which demand',, 
particularly saving. . . ‘ . - 

- ’’What characterises all theseccircurastarices? ' They are character- 
ised by the fact that we find ours elites 'in the midstof 'a great •.

. .country and peaceful socialist building in it a'gainpt aggressive; _ 
threats and endangering,- This factor demand.s from us.- to , make great 
efforts in strengthening the defensive' potential ^ the defensive forces 
of , our country. Every one who rai'ght think differently ■would find- 
himself on the road of treason of his owngcountry.

Oh the contrary, we must arm because by strengthening the de.fensive .

peace for us and even for all. It. would- be shameful if we regretted 
material and money spent for the strengthening of our defehsive ' ■

As everybody knows we are. in the midst of the process of 
stabilising our economy,^ No doubt we have already .obtained ■important 
in spite - of all ill-omened ..prophecies both by open enemies hnd 
aoubtlng Thomases”,., We have liquidated a .number - of Compulsory purchases 

T number or, goo,is is continually 

increasing. The prices show a tendency to fall., T/^e-do not think that 

we nave already done -everything which 'should have been done in regard ' 

our markets. We , have no illusions that every- 
f already in order, that the life of .our,- worker is'sb easy,'. On 
tne_,tontrary, we are :conscious of the difficulties, ..both general and ' 
individual - we are conscious that ws have left .behind us a part of the 
lind ourselves and that bebides some important results 
we have attained only conditions foh future successes,, . ‘ ■ 

The fact that the stabilising of our economy is as yet not 
absolutely completed, speculation t.hat old and well-known enemy ^df our— - 
socialist economy^end' socialist building is trying to exploit. There 
panic-stricken pepple who have lost their heads because- 
Oi the appearance. of speculation. They think. that speculation is caused 
oy our new economic measures and' that they' open : a growingly wide : dbors 
I'br it. However, truth is contrary to such alarming conceptions. Our': 
Jew economic measures, will crush .in fact' the head of the speculation 
ragon,. Namely, speculation is the -more possible , the less economy is : 
stable, the less the, market is uniform the greater is the difference in. 

and the process of stabilising our ■ ■ 

economy has in fact the objective of stablising the market, that' the 
diiierence in prices on individual markets should be harmonised at- a 
lower level. However, .when we underline that those panic-stricken 
people, who have lost their heads are wrong,, because of different 
appearances of, speculation, we are warning a-t , the s.ame time that it 
would be absolutely wrong to under-estimate, any , activities of specu— ' ' - 
lation which really exist. The more we disciver -different: forms ■ of 
speculation^ their conditions and possibilities, publicly expose' them 
and carry out all disponible measures against them from economic to the 
strictest stabili- 

sation process. One should emphasise ■ here that rich peasants are not 
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the only ones who occupy themselves with speculation. .They speculate 
on an extremely la rfe scale and.. they must be hit therefore by a taxation 
policy, by other means, but speculation exists inside co-operatives, 
state socialistic -enterprises both purchasing and sellin.g ' ones, furthri 
in agricultural farms and even inside mensae. In, some of them pricovS 

have been raised although we have lowered the price of lard, oil,- 
margerine, sugar and meat. . Why did they increase these prices? They 
have increased the prices in. order to cover former different losses 
resulting from bad management , they have raised them iri order that .they 
might continue with their bad management, to keep a superfluous 
apparatus and sometimes to steal also. We- shall .not, of course., permit 
this under any condition and we shall find enough: means, to prevent in 
good time such uns.crup,ulous attenots. . . I will not speak about the other 
different forms of speculation in the framework of the socialist c t 
sector only. Our press is branding them stron.gly. They' should ; , 
continue to do this in a stronger form and they will thns .contribute to 
a 'great extent in regard to the stabilisation of the marke.t,, .■ I would 
like to :Strees only the followin:g, . The true interest of our Co-.. 
operativi demands the proclaiming of the sharpest fight against all ■ 
speculation both inside and outside' their ranks.; Applause >

of consumer commodities betw'e-en the workers of - the towns bnd- villages o . 
When we realise in fact sufficien-t.Iy low, prices ^ of agricultural , _ ' 
pro-iucts, we shall keep our word j , - as we have hitherto always tried t'-^ 
keep it, and we shall reduce the" prices of industrial products* 

Comrades, only spe.culat.ors can 'be ahtagonistic to such a policy and I 
have already tol-.d. you that they ape' terribly wrong. They will never 
learn anything.. We all reraembe.r, for example, what -thb state gave by 
the .so-called tied prices. At tied prices the relation between the, 
industrial and agricultural, products was much better for the peasant.?- - 
than it is today on the free, market - However different .specplatcrs

Soon after Vasov found a collaborator In the person of 
Jovan ^^amenovic .former merchant from Pirot, In Autumn 1949 made 
Kamenovlc acquainted with the tasks, The later accepted immediately 
the offer and prepared soon a report for the agents of the Bulgaria* 
State Security Service, Then he formed his own espionage net, Vasov was 
now able to appear before his order givers, He crossed several times 
the frontier and gave 60,000 dinars to Kamenovic which he demanded 
for his work. 


It seems that it was not in the interest of Vasov that 
Kamenovlc should be the chief of the espionage net and in Autumn 1950 
he began to form his separate espionage net, He was not content of 
playing the role of a courier. He immediately found an assistant - 
Svetozar Jelenkovlc from the village of Izvor in the district of 
Nisava,. As early as September, Vasov received the first report 
from his new collaborator. 

He went to Vlnkovcl, Zagreb, Rijeka, Opatlja and certain 
other places wherefrom he sent reports to his superiors. His colla- 
borators Including Jelenkovlc, Predrag Clrio, LJuben Ivanov, 

Stanlmir Jovanovic, Lozar Clrlc and Rad.osav DJorio were given good 
remuneration.
